Types, Com positors, and Editors’ 


Those much abused and inanimate little 
things, which it is the daily and nigutly 
task of the compositors to pick up and 
place in order according to copy, are often 
accused of freaks of which they are guilt- 


less. An excited or tired writer often sends | 


lis copy to the news-room of a daily jour- 
nal sadly and awkwardly written. If it is 
faithfully copied by the compositor, it is 
the habit of writers to lay the bla’ne of 
their own errors upon the ty pographers. 

These laborious men often gently shoul- 
der discredit, and save the reputation of 
authors. For they are in general good 
humored and patient. Their experience 
has taught them a thing or two, which in- 
cantious, inexperienced and hasty writers 
would do well to remember in their inter- 
course with them. 

Many a man of great popularity owes the 
concealment.of his ignorance of orthogra- 
phy and the commonest rules of syntax to 
those charitable individuals, who handle 
his manuscript at the cempositors’ case. 
That they decipher the hieroglyphics of 
some of our most noted professional men, 
is a marvel to many who inspect them. 

Inexperienced writers who are very ex- 
acting in the demand that their copy be 
faithfully follo@ed, and that they them- 
sevyes should read the proof, are often 
amazed to find their articles full of errors 
in spelling and grammatical construction. 
Sach are ready to call down curses upo 
the devoted head of the compositor whom 
they pronounce ignorant and incompe- 
tent. 

To one accustomed to the mysteries and 
trials of the composing room, the quiet in- 
difference with which an inexperienced ed- 
itor or writer is greeted when first he shows 
himself there, is amusing to the lookers on. 
For it is not alittle embarrassing to the 
new candidate for honor and fame. The 
occupants of that room have seen many 
such before, and they feel but little farther 
interest in him or his than the character of 
his copy. The trouble which such men of- 
ten make by changing very materially the 
copy after it is set up, renders their wel- 
come pot very cordial. When day after 
day comes the charge of erroneous typog- 
rapby, though the copy has been faithfally 
followed, it is no wonder that the foreman 
and his conipositors look sour and forbid- 
ding. 

In printing a daily newspaper large al- 
lowances have to be made by editors and 
correspondents for inaccuracies in the 
printed matter. The public cannot fully 
appreciate the character of the difficulties 
in the way of the typographical accuracy, 
or the perfection of the original copy of the 
matter furnished. | 

While inditing an article, criticising it 


after it is written, and reading the proof 


when it is in print, in various ways the au- 
thor is often interrupted. Thence his 
bantling may go forthinto the uncharita- 
ble world with spots and blemishes upon 
it he had failed to detect. Sometimes tired 
nature seeks repose and the wearied mind 
and hand refuse faithfully to work. So, 
too, it is with the com positors. 

Hence writers and compositors, who la- 
bor on adaily newspaper, have abundant 
reason for the exercise of charity towards 
each other. Editors, writers and composi- 
tors have reason for mutual sympathy. 
The public ro rely are as charitable to either
